A BROADSTAIRS law firm is cele¬ 
brating after winning a legal fight 
with one of the world’s biggest media 
companies. 

The David and Goliath battle pitched solicitors 
Bell Dening against the mighty News 
Corporation, owned by billionaire Australian 
Rupert Murdoch. 

MySpace.com is the world’s most successful 
social networking site and was brought by 
Murdoch’s media empire in July 2005, for a 
record breaking $580 million. 

Bell Dening represented internet company 
Total Web Solutions and scuppered the plans of 
internet giant MySpace over the domain name 
www.myspace.co.uk. 

Murdoch’s company - which owns Sky, 20th 
Century Fox, and newspapers across the world 
including The Sun, The Times and the News of 
the World - is now one of the biggest players on 
the internet. 

During the lengthy dispute, the social network¬ 
ing kings laid claim to the internet address even 
though it was registered by TWS, based in 
Stockport, in 1997 - six years before MySpace 
was even founded. 

TWS found itself up against the might of News 
Corp over the ownership of the name and called 
on Bell Dening. 

Bell Dening’s domain name specialist, consult¬ 
ant solicitor Jim Davies, was instrumental in 
overturning an original decision to award 
MySpace the UK address. 

TWS’s managing director, Paul Fallon, said: “We

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Family mourn 
death of son 
in car crash

A MAN has died following a 
serious road traffic accident 
in Margate last week. 

Anthony Williams died from 
injuries he sustained in the crash, 
passing away at the QEQM Hospital 
around 8pm on Wednesday, May 7. 

The 21-year-old’s family paid trib¬ 
ute to a “caring, home-loving son”. 

A statement released on their 
behalf said: “Anthony will be deeply 
missed by us and all who knew him. 

“There are no words that can 
explain how we are feeling as a 
family. We are all trying to come to 
terms with the shock of losing 
Anthony, he will stay in our hearts 
and minds forever.” 

It went on: “He was a very caring 
young man who was hard working 
and a home-loving boy He didn’t go 
out drinking in pubs and nightclubs 
very often, he preferred to spend his 
time, either at home on his computer 
or PlayStation or round his mates.” 

Anthony Williams was an employ¬ 
ee of Speciality Breads on Westwood 
Industrial Estate where he worked 
as a driver and forklift driver caus¬ 
ing his father to nickname him the 
Tillsbury Dough Boy’. 

Anthony was taken to the hospital 
following the crash in Ramsgate 
Road. Police were called to the scene 
just after 6.30am after his car was in 
collision with a lamppost.

The road was closed until 12.50pm 
and traffic diverted. 

Police had appealed for the driver 
of a blue Ford Escort car to contact 
them to assist with the crash 
investigation.

Arcade. 

Many traders saw the artwork as 
offensive, but Cllr Roger Latchford, 
the council’s cabinet member for cul¬ 
ture and economy, said: “The artiste’s 


intention was to spark controversy 
and he has certainly done that.” 

He added: “I suspect the only people 
who won’t be offended are those who 
still feel it’s acceptable to dump their 
rubbish wherever they choose. 

“If it shocks them into thinking 
about their environment, then per¬ 
haps it has done some good.”

Harbour arm opens 
for business at last

New-look will 
help in town's 
regeneration

THE sounds of hammers on wood 
and the grind of power tools still fills 
the air to the bottom of Margate’s 
harbour arm, but the regenerated 
venue opens for good next week. 

Owners Margate Harbour Arm Ltd are hold¬ 
ing a grand re-opening day to show off the site’s 
new look on Saturday, May 24. 

They promise all the work will be ready in 
time for a community celebration and are invit¬ 
ing the people of Thanet along. 

It’s now hoped the arm, which has been 
refurbished and renovated and leased to the 
company for ten years, will become an asset that 
will help with the town’s ongoing regeneration. 

The new-look arm will include a gift and 
jewellery shop, ice cream and waffle kiosk, 
toilets, plus a bar and cafe. 

Some units will also be kept for fisherman’s 
use and the Isle of Thanet Arts organisation 
will move in and open a working artist’s studio 
and gallery while seafood restaurant could yet 


occupy units at the end of the pier where one of 
Margate shell ladies will be placed on a plinth 
near the lighthouse. 

Fiona Sheniff, of the Margate Harbour Arm 
Ltd, is hoping the arm will become a thriving 
venue. 

She said: “I know people have been a bit 
annoyed during these last few months because 
they haven’t been able to walk down the har¬ 
bour arm, but they will be able to soon. 

“I hope this will be a real attraction for 
Margate which will be very identifiable. This as 
positive news for the town and I see this as an 
extension of the old town.” 

The re-opening day will feature a bouncy cas¬ 
tle, food and refreshment stalls, a children’s tile 


workshop, craft stalls, a samba band, music by 
local artists and more. 

The original Reliant Robin Trotter van from 
Only Fools and Horses will also be in the area 
to wow the crowds. The event is free. 

Council leader Sandy Ezekiel said: “This is 
great news for Margate. This will bring back to 
life the harbour arm and further add to our vis¬ 
itor attractions. 

“This has been a true partnership between 
the Margate Renewal, Thanet District Council 
and private sector partners Fiona Sheniff and 
Graham Knight of the Margate Harbour Arm 
Ltd. I look forward to the opening with great 
excitement the future is looking good for 
Margate old town.”

knew we had done nothing wrong. We 
are delighted that all three members of 
the appeal panel agreed with us.” 

Despite registering the name for their 
own use years in advance, TWS had 
been forced to relinquish the rights to 
the domain to MySpace. 

Now the company has won back the 
right to keep the name. 

News Corp had claimed that TWS had 
altered the way it operated its UK site to 
capitalise on the popularity of 
Myspace.com. 

Legitimate 

The smaller firm appealed and a three- 
person panel unanimously agreed it had 
the more legitimate claim to the address. 

Mr Fallon added: ‘We refused to be bul¬ 
ked by one of the largest media organisa¬ 
tions in the world. This has been a very 
stressful case for a legitimate, medium¬ 
sized internet service provider to have to 
take on - but we had to defend our repu¬ 
tation and to stand up for what was right.” 

MySpace now uses the domain 
uk.myspace.com as its UK address. 

The company declined to comment on 
its triumph. 

Council votes to 
keep same leader 

SANDY Ezekiel will serve a sixth year 
as leader of Thanet council. 

The Cliftonville carpet business owner 
was re-elected to the role at an annual 
council meeting last Thursday. 

Fellow Conservative Roger Latchford 
retains the deputy leadership and the 
cabinet portfolio for culture and the 
economy, which covers areas such as 
planning, the Port of Ramsgate, 
Ramsgate Royal Harbour Marina, 
tourism and culture and events. 

The council’s chairman will be Cllr 
John Kirby, who begins his second year 
in the role, with Cllr. Margaret Sheldrick 
remaining as vice-chairman. 


Legal bid to 
get back cash 
for failed 'fin' 

KENT County Council has launched 
a legal bid to try and re-coup 
money lost on the original design for 
the Turner Contemporary gallery. 

Norwegian architects Snohetta 
and Spences’s ‘fin’ design for the 
gallery was axed when the costs 
spiralled way over budget. 

The fin was intended to sit in the 
sea adjacent to Margate harbour 
arm, but never made it to the 
construction stage after the deci¬ 
sion was taken not to press ahead 
in 2006. 

KCC vowed to take action to re¬ 
claim taxpayers’ money and the 
legal proceedings have now started. 

Mike Hill, KCC’s cabinet member 
for community services, said: “It is 
important we remain determined 
in taking the appropriate action to 
recoup the costs and I hope an ami¬ 
cable settlement can be reached as 
swiftly as possible.” 

A KCC spokesman said they 
hoped the legal action would be 
completed by the end of the year. 

A new design, by award-winning 
architect David Chipperfield has 
now been settled upon. The build¬ 
ing, seen as vital by Thanet council 
and the KCC to the area’s regenera¬ 
tion, should be finished at the bot¬ 
tom of Fort Hill by 2010.

Isle gets Rough 
Guide thumbs up 

THE world’s leading travel guide has come out 
largely in favour of the Isle of Thanet. 

The latest edition of the Rough Guide to 
England says the isle’s beaches have long gone 
past the days when hordes of holiday makers 
thronged the beaches but “these earliest of 
resorts still cling to their traditional attrac¬ 
tions to varying degrees”. 

It says of Margate: “On a fine summer week¬ 
end the place is heaving with day trippers 
enjoying the traditional fish and chips, can¬ 
dyfloss and donkey rides.” 

The Rough Guides - widely respected as the 
best source of information for tourists - cover 
almost everywhere on the planet. 

And they are never short on controversy - the 
latest edition accuses the English of being “a 
nation of overweight, binge-drinking reality TV 
addicts, obsessed with toffs and C-list celebs”. 

Kent is praised for its “fair share of alluring 
castles and gardens” while its seaside resorts 
range from “genteel to seedy”. 

Margate’s shell grotto receives praise but the 
guides says the town’s pubs are “a bit rough 
around the edges”. 

Another place to receive praise is the 
Walpole Bay Hotel which is nominated the 
most interesting place to stay in the town. 

Its owner Jane Bishop said: “Margate has 
fantastic beaches, but they are underused. 

“People also do not realise what a lot there is 
to do locally.” 

“Dreamland may have gone but this is still a 
wonderful place to visit.”

Ramsgate is called “a handsome Victorian 
red-brick resort, most of it set high on a cliff 
linked to the seafront and harbour by broad 
sweeping ramps”.

Cameras slow death toll

KENT and Medway Speed Camera 
Partnership has released figures that 
show the number of deaths on roads 
where speed cameras are in opera¬ 
tion has fallen dramatically. 

In Thanet, six cameras are in operation, two in 
Margate, one in Westwood, one in Ramsgate, one 
in Westgate-on-Sea and one between Cliftonville 
and Broadstairs. 

During 2007 the six cameras were responsible 
for the issuing of 1978 fixed penalty notices. 

The total is 839 less fines than were handed out 
the previous year, and 4,159 less than in 2004 
when 6,137 fines were given out, which was a 
high for the area. 

The Northdown Hill/Green Lane camera in 
between Cliftonville and Broadstairs has seen a 
reduction in deaths recorded. 

Before the camera was installed in 2005, 14 
deaths and serious injuries had been recorded 
along the road but none have taken place since. 

And on the A245 Ramsgate Road, Westwood, 
seven deaths and serious injuries were recorded 
before the camera installation in March 2002, 
that number also dropping to zero. 

Rachel Wall of the KMSCP said: “Since the 
partnership formed in 2002 there has been a 58 
per cent reduction in the number of people killed 
or seriously injured at all our camera sites. This 
is excellent news but we cannot be complacent.” 

She added: “Our objective is not to issue speed¬ 
ing fines but to slow motorists down, which in 
turn sees the casualty rate on our roads falling.” 

Unsurprisingly the statistics also show that the 
speed of cars along all the roads where cameras 
are present has also dipped. 

For instance, on the A28 Canterbury Road, 
Margate, the avergae speed of a car before the 
camera was installed was 31 miles per hour but 
that has dropped by five miles per horn - . 

And on the same road in Westgate-on-Sea, the 
average speed has dropped by 13 miles per hour. 

Former transport minister Steve Ladyman MP 
said: “It’s clear from the figures that, love or hate 
them, safety cameras in Thanet are doing a great 
job. The number of people killed or seriously 
injured and the number of less serious injuries 
has plummeted at every single camera site in the 
District.

easy low cost parking and uncongested 
roads, which can’t be said of many 
other airports in the South East.” 

The first flight to Jersey will take 
place on Saturday operated by 
Channel Islands Travel and is fully 
booked. 

The airport also reports the number 
of people it employs has increased by 
15 per cent since December 2006 to 91, 
with other employers taking the total 
to more than 100.

Chlorine vital in 
superbug battle

CONCERNS have been raised that not 
enough chlorine, the only cleaning agent that 
kills the superbug Clostridium difficile, is 
being used effectively enough in hospitals. 

A recent study by John Fletcher, a member 
of a patients’ watchdog, found that 40 per cent 
of cleaning solutions used at East Kent 
Hospitals’ NHS Trust did not contain enough 
chlorine to kill C diff spores. He said to be 
effective at killing C diff spores, chlorine has to 
be used at 1,000 parts per million (ppm). 

The tablets used by the NHS in hospitals 
across Kent, as recommended under 
Department of Health guidelines, are called 
Chlor Clean and are already made at that 
strength. 

But if the tablets are not dissolved properly, 
the solution is too alkaline or if too much dirt 
comes into contact with the chlorine the 
strength is affected, Mr Fletcher said. 

He took 25 samples from cleaners’ buckets at 
the William Harvey Hospital in Ashford, the 
Kent and Canterbury Hospital and the QEQM 
Hospital in Margate. 

Fifteen had chlorine levels between 900 and 
1,000 ppm, which is optimum C diff killing 
strength, but seven had levels between 500 
and 750 ppm and two had only 250 ppm. 

One sample contained no chlorine. 

The trust’s infection control and prevention 
team accepted that some of the solutions were 
not as affective at killing the superbug as they 
should be. 

A spokeswoman said: “We take this issue 
very seriously which is evident in our extreme¬ 
ly low C diff rates. Trust staff work hard at 
resolving this issue and as a result is delighted 
to have one of the lowest country’s C diff rates.” 

KOS Media has joined forces with NHS 
trusts across the county to help in the fight 
against healthcare associated infections. 

Through the campaign people are being 
encouraged to wash their hands regularly with 
soap and water whether they are at home and 
work or in healthcare centres and hospitals.

Pegwell Bay's fate is a sad 
lesson in how not to do it 


WE’RE agreed, aren’t we? None of 
us doubt that climate change is a 
reality for the foreseeable future, 
whether man-made or simply the 
planet’s climate is changing. 

The main issue now is how we mitigate the 
effects. Here in Kent we should be world lead¬ 
ers at ensuring industry and nature sit com¬ 
fortably side by side. 

Whether the rolling hills of the Kent Downs 
or the belts of farmland across the county, or 
even the compact nature of our market towns, 
we should be not just the Garden of England 
in name but also deed by leading initiatives in 
water management, food security, green 
tourism and green technology. 

As a county we’re simply not living up to the 
highest standards. 

Take Pegwell Bay. It’s one of the UKs largest 
nature reserves and a Site of Special Scientific 
Interest. It’s not just a UK treasure, but a RAM- 
SAR-designated wetland - up there with the 
Florida Everglades and the Nile Delta. 


Whether a royal playground for Queen 
Victoria on her holidays or a critical site for 
wildlife, it’s as unique as Canterbury Cathedral. 

But it’s suffered continued incidents of pollu¬ 
tion in recent years, hosts an old hoverport 
apron gently crumbling away and a petrol sta¬ 
tion on its foreshore. 

And to cap it all, its hinterland comprises a 
derelict power station, waste-paper plants, car 
scrapyards - and two more petrol stations. 

Pegwell is a unique combination of natural, 
royal, political, religious and military interest, 
matched only by the occasional literary visit 
from 007 foiling Goldfinger’s missile plot. 

So how best to safeguard Kent’s heritage? 

One aspect is to police effectively the nature 
designations. But more than that, there needs 
to be the political and administrative will to 
ensure green tourism isn’t merely whitewash. 

Initiatives such as biosphere designation from 
UNESCO are relevant at Pegwell, while work is 
already under way on developing Natural East 
Kent from a sustainable tourism aspect. 

Consideration should also be given to incorpo¬ 
ration with UNESCO World Heritage status as 


an adjunct to the three sites around Canterbury. 

Perhaps climate change is the last key in the 
lock to ensure political lobby groups such as 
aviation and roadbuilding have seen their day. 

If state regulation is ineffective, then perhaps 
the answer lies in education - certainly the obli¬ 
gation is now for government and industry to 
open their files and books with the Freedom of 
Information Act and Environmental Information 
Regulations that provide a public right to know 
about environmental and societal impacts. 

Going further, perhaps the main initiative 
that can demonstrate Kent’s credentials in the 
new energy era is the adoption of UN guidelines 
for towns and cities where the emphasis is on 
planning policy that sustains the environment. 

As we’ve seen at Pegwell, too often the leg¬ 
islative framework is in place, but it seems dis¬ 
tant from planning policy and implementation. 

As never before, Kent needs to take a fresh 
look at its economy and resources and begin 
considering a move towards ‘green growth’.

THE trials and tribulations 
of growing older are hilari¬ 
ously exposed in Jenny 
Eclair’s live stand-up show.

she pretended to be French. 

In 1995 she became the first female 
winner of the Edinburgh Fringe 
Festival’s Perrier Prize for her show, 
Jenny Eclair Top Bitch. Since then 
Eclair has appeared in a number of 
West End shows including Steaming, 
Mum’s The Word and The Vagina 
Monologues, as well as writing her 
own one-woman plays. These include 
the critically acclaimed Andy Warhol 
Syndrome, adapted for Radio 4. 

She co-wrote the stage show 
Grumpy Old Women, originating 
from the BBC TV programme, with 
Judith Holder, and it became a sell¬ 
out success. Eclair has also become a 


popular TV personality, appearing on 
shows such as Comic Relief Does 
Fame Academy, Room 101 and It’s 
Grim Up North. 

Alongside her stage, television and 
radio credits, Eclair, 48, is an accom¬ 
plished author.

SUMMER festivals are expensive 
creatures for music fans - despite 
often only containing staple ingre¬ 
dients of mud, wellies and a tent. 

A weekend ticket to one of the established 
musical weekenders tips £100 (not including 
the slap-you-in-the-face £5 booking fee), then 
there’s travel and food and drink costs to think 
about. 

All in all, you’re looking at paying anywhere 
up to £200 to spend three unwashed days liv¬ 
ing and sleeping in a sodden field. 

Which begs the question; is it worth it? The 
answer is, of course, yes. 

Take, for example, the Hop Farm Festival. 
Entry to the Paddock Wood one-dayer costs 
£49.50 per person, which at face value seems a 
little steep. 

Apply some simple mathematics, however, 
and you realise that figure equates to just 
under £6.19 per band. Bargain.

Ashton hits the comedy 
jackpot in Vegas caper

IT’S refreshing to find that an 
actor who has you in stitches on 
screen is equally entertaining in 
person - and Ashton Kutcher is 
certainly good company 

The 30-year-old Dude, Where’s My Car? star 
is back on fine comedy form in What Happens 
In Vegas, alongside the ever-bubbly Cameron 
Diaz, and in jovial mood when we meet. 

“I had wanted to work with Cameron before, 
she just wouldn’t work with me,” he says, jok¬ 
ing. “I don’t know if she will again!” 

Dressed in a white shirt and tie, with a navy 
cricket jumper, the handsome actor remem¬ 
bers the slightly awkward first time he met his 
co-star. 

“I saw her backstage at one of those awards 
shows, like seven years ago, and I was like, 
Whoa... she’s hot!’ 

“She’s funny, too. I was really enamoured, so 
much so that I don’t think I was able to say 
any words when I talked to her. I think I just 
made noises and then walked away.” 

In a twist on the American adage What hap¬ 
pens in Vegas, stays in Vegas’, Ashton and 
Cameron play a mismatched pair who have to 
face the consequences of a drunken night 
out in Sin City when they return home to 
New York. 

Somehow, while heavily under the influence, 
they get married and then win $3 million on a 
slot machine. 

A nasty court case quickly ensues, as they 
try to legally split with a share of the spoils, 
until the judge orders them to do six months 
“hard marriage”. 

It may sound like a blast, but Ashton appar¬ 
ently had to be coaxed into taking the role 
after deciding he wasn’t “in the mood to do 
comedy”. 

“I read the script and for the first 30 or 40 
pages I was laughing out loud really hard, over 
and over. When that happens you have to stop

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and say, ‘Hang on, something’s working here’,” 
he continues. 

It seems Cameron, who is not promoting the 
film with Ashton because of the recent death 
of her father, was a big contributing factor to 
his enjoyment on set. 

He says. “I’ve never met a person who’s so up 
for everything. She sees that glass so half full 
it might be spilling out the top. And being 
around her just makes your life better. She’s 
one of those people.” 

Ashton was bom in Iowa and his parents 
divorced when he was 13. He attended the 
University of Iowa, where he was spotted by a 
model talent scout and in 1997 was signed to 
an agency in New York. 

He landed a role in TV sit-com That 70s 
Show the following year, which launched his 
showbiz career and opened the way to comic 
film roles. 

He started producing, and presenting, TV 
shows such as MTVs Punk’d through his 
company Katalyst Films and in 2005, 
married actress Demi Moore, who is 15 years 
his senior.

But the age gap between them doesn’t even 
register, he says. “All my friends were always a 
little bit older,” he explains. 

“I spent a lot of time with my mum and her 
friends when I was young I was always more 
interested in adult conversation, so maybe I 
just have a thing, I don’t know. 

“I like adults, grown-ups, I guess.”

THE ship's tannoy crack¬ 
led into life and a sense of 
anticipation filled the 
cabin. It was not yet 8am. 

Clanking anchor chains had sig¬ 
nalled our arrival at a new port. 
Now the reassuring yet authorita¬ 
tive voice of Captain David 
Warden-Owen told us where we 
were, how we got there, what the 
weather was like and what would 
happen next. 

We knew the itinerary across the 
Aegean Sea on our ship, the Spirit 
of Adventure, owned by Saga 
Holidays, but it was comforting to 
have the scene set each day. 

Our route took in seven islands - 
plus the sights of Athens, two fasci¬ 
nating small towns on the main¬ 
land and the unforgettable Corinth 
Canal. 

Carrying just 350 passengers 
Spirit of Adventure is slender 
enough to berth in many small 
ports in the Aegean that are out of 
bounds to bigger 'floating hotels'. 

There's also a choice of free excur¬ 
sions on every shore visit, as well 
as some additional trips, often tak¬ 
ing in a whole day on an island. 

We joined the ship in Istanbul. 


An initial day of gentle cruising 
in the Sea of Marmara and the 
Dardanelles strait took in a view of 
the Gallipoli monument. 

Once into the sparkling Aegean, 
our first stop was Lesbos, the third 
largest of the Greek islands, only a 
few miles off the Turkish mainland 
and is unspoilt by mass tourism. 

We berthed in Mytilene, a 
bustling coastal town with old 


mansions and cobbled streets. 

On Rhodes, one the sunniest 
places in Europe with an average 
300 days of sunshine a year, a 
walking tour through the historic 
Old Town, with its twisting alley- 
ways and mix of Byzantine, 
Turkish and Latin architecture, 
took us to a host of ruins including 
the must-see Palace of the Grand 
Masters, built by the Knights of St 


John in the 14th century. 

Next came Crete, largest island 
in Greece, where the ship berthed 
in the busy capital of Heraklion 
(named after Hercules), handily 
placed for a trip to the ruined 
Palace of Knossos, built by the 
Minoans in around 1900BC. 

A stop in the lovely Aegean sea¬ 
side town of Nauplion, the first cap¬ 
ital of Greece after independence, 
was followed by a day in Athens 
where we ticked off all the sights, 
including the stunning Acropolis. 

Then it was on to Santorini 
where a volcanic eruption in 1650 
BC, culminated in one of the 
biggest explosions in the history 
of the planet, causing the centre 
of the island to collapse into a 
massive crater that was filled by 
the sea. 

Spirit of Adventure was towed by 
tugs through the Corinth Canal, 
the four-mile waterway which was 
scoured through the isthmus Unk¬ 
ing the Peleponnese peninsula to 
the rest of the Greek mainland. 

Only three metres separated the 
ship from the vertical cliffs that 
form the sides of the canal as our 
captain described how a previous 
British cruise ship emerged badly 
damaged after scraping the sides. 

Needless to say, we emerged 
intact, exhilarated, and flushed 
with our own Spirit of Adventure.

First-timers take 
risky loans to get 
deposit for home 

A NUMBER of first-time buyers are 
using unsecured loans and credit card 
debt to finance a house purchase 
deposit, according to a recent survey. 

New research from IAmMoving.com 
finds three in ten first-time buyers used 
such method to raise the necessary cash. 

However, a farther 42 per cent of those 
who are in the process of buying, or have 
just bought, are taking the safest option 
of using savings to pay the deposit. 

The IAmMoving survey found 13 per 
cent of first-time buyers were taking out 
an unsecured loan or credit card debt to 
raise the deposit, which is likely to be 
around £10,000 to £20,000. 

Meanwhile, a further 17 per cent were 
borrowing from friends or family. 

The survey also finds, although 100 
per cent mortgages have been with¬ 
drawn by all lenders, seven per cent of 
first-time buyers going through the 
process already had such a deal in place.

We need to build 
more in towns 
claims federation 

PLANNING rules should be amended so 
that every town can have new building 
taking place, according to the Federation 
of Master Builders. 

The group’s director Brian Berry said 
he felt this would be the best way to 
ensure the need for new homes was met. 

The federation has stated its opposi¬ 
tion to the creation of new “eco-towns”, 
claiming such developments will not 
prove sufficient to cope with the expand¬ 
ing population of the UK 

Mr Berry said: “What we need is high 
quality housing in every village and 
town, and that is much more sustainable 
than building new settlements that are 
deemed to be eco-towns.” 

The federation has questioned 
whether eco-towns are sufficient to meet 
the Government’s demands for develop¬ 
ment in housing and Mr Berry called 
them “unsuitable” and “unsustainable”.

lion by 2026 - equivalent to three 
quarters of the total annual 
household growth over the next 
two decades. 

The Changing UK Household 
Market report was compiled in 
liaison with think-tank Centre of 
Future. 

It also projected a decrease in 
the numbers of people living as 
part of a traditional family unit 
with 2.4 children. 


The percentage increase in one- 
person homes means property 
developers will have to adapt to 
the changing household make-up. 

More than 200,000 extra new 
properties are needed each year 
to 2026 to cope with the influx of 
“living loners”. 

This demand could be fulfilled 
by building or conversions such as 
city-centre loft living. 

Stephen Leonard, director of 
mortgages at Alliance & 
Leicester, said: “Our Changing 
UK Household Market report 
shows the demand for housing 


will increase over the next 20 
years. 

“Interestingly, the pressure will 
come from the changing make-up 
of households, as we see more 
people living on their own and the 
concept of the traditional family 
home steadily being eroded. 

“We can expect to see an 
increase in flats and converted 
houses in the future due to the 
rise in the one person household, 
as understandably, people living 
on their own will be less likely to 
splash out on a larger property.”

at lower speeds and under acceleration, but 
does not disgrace itself in the Agila and there 
is also a 73bhp 1.3 turbodiesel, but this is 
not expected to take more than six per cent of 
sales. 

The best all-rounder though is our test car 
here, the four-cylinder 84bhp 1.2 petrol, 
expected to be the top seller too with a 56 per 
cent sales slice. 

All three engines are frugal with low emis¬ 
sions though, qualifying for £35/year band-B 
road tax and low insurance, with even entry- 
level Expression trim being reasonable. 

Comfort levels are good with a well arranged 
and roomy interior, finished in durable and 
stylish colours and fabrics - Vauxhall is partic¬ 
ularly pleased with the ‘Moroccan Blue’ 
palette not available on the rival Splash. 

The car feels good on-road, being grippy 
and well-sprung enough to cope with the 
numbers and loads that its cabin should be 
able to hold. 

I think we can rule out seeing a racy VXR 
version later on, but the driving experience is 
still fight years ahead of its predecessor.

Beware - life is only 
going to get longer 

HALF of people in the South East say 
they were only expecting to live to the 
same age as their parents’ generation 
while over one in ten even expected to 
have a shorter life-span, according to 
Life Trust insurance company. 

It is concerned they are not aware they 
are likely to live far longer than their 
parents’ generation and should be 
preparing to finance this. 

A man aged 40 today has a higher 
than one in three chance of living to 90, 
and a four per cent chance of living to 
100, while a woman aged 40 today has a 
one in two chance of living to 90, and a 
one in 10 chance of living to 100. There 
are 39,700 people in the South East aged 
90 or above. 

Touch and go as FI 
team plane flies in 

FORMULA One motor racing bosses 
have become the latest clients to take 
advantage of business training facilities 
at London Ashford Airport, Lydd. 

The pilot and crew of a Dassault 
Falcon 7X business jet, owned and oper¬ 
ated by the Formula One Management 
team, touched down at the Romney 
Marsh airport last week and carried out 
‘touch and go’ flight training. 

The executive jet is the largest to use 
LAA’s training facilities since 1991, and 
is one of what LAA says is a rapidly 
growing number of aircraft using the air¬ 
port to put pilots and crew through their 
paces. Recently, a Dutch-based airline 
spent several hours at Lydd carrying out 
training. 

Take action online 

TWO out of every five businesses in the 
South East think they can only devote an 
hour a week or less to taking action on 
environmental issues, says Envirowise. 

To help, it has launched an online tool 
- the Envirowise Publications Wizard - 
to search for information on sustainabil¬ 
ity quickly and efficiently. There are 620 
publications on its website. Contact 
www.envirowise.gov.uk/publications 


BUSINESSES are being advised 
by the Environment Agency to 
take some simple steps to prepare 
for flooding. 

The call comes against a background of cli¬ 
mate change likely to increase the risk of 
extreme weather events and floods. 

It says small businesses are more at risk 
from flooding than fire - and the effects can 
be 30 times as costly as burglary - yet many 
businesses still do not have any measures in 
place to protect property or staff. 

Last summer, nearly 7,000 businesses in 
other parts of the country flooded, with the 
total damage estimated at around £1.3 bil¬ 
lion - but many had never flooded before. 

The first step businesses should take is to 
find out whether their premises are in an 
area at risk of river or coastal flooding by 
using the Environment Agency’s free online 
postcode checker. 

Those who are at risk can register for the 
free Floodline Warnings Direct service that 
provides flood warnings by telephone, 
mobile, e-mail, fax or pager. 

The Agency also encourages all businesses 
to use its template to develop a flood plan, as 
those not at risk of river or coastal flooding 


can still be affected by surface water flooding. 

Questions businesses should ask them¬ 
selves include: Does my insurance policy 
cover all types of flooding? Are our staff 
familiar with flood safety procedures? Do we 
all know how to shut off gas, electric and 
water supplies? Can we store valuable equip¬ 
ment and stock above flood level? 

If you know you’re in a flood prone zone 
there are some direct steps you can take: 
Have a portable radio, with spare batteries; 
set out your car parking areas so cars and 
other vehicles can be moved fast; keep impor¬ 
tant paperwork, valuables, and computers on 
upper floors; have sandbags or flood boards 
ready to put in place (but make sure your 
property is ventilated). 

Also, be ready to turn off immediately gas 
and electricity, and unplug and carry 
upstairs moveable electrical items. Perhaps 
it might be going too far, but if you know you 
could be in for a possible flooding session 
keeping nearby a bag with “overnight” items 
might be worthwhile - you could be evacuat¬ 
ed to an emergency centre (remember many 
people were completely caught unawares by 
the suddenness of last year’s floods).
